FIGHT MERGER 


The Cumberland Twp. supervi­ 
sors expressed fear that a merged 
school district may affect the ba­ 
sis for road taxes in a statement 
opposing 
the 
proposed 
school 
m erger signed by the supervisors 
at their meeting Saturday after­ 
noon at the home of Secretary 
Lawrence Heltzel. 
The statement follows: 
“The 
supervisors are responsible for 
road construction and repair as 
well as general government and 
for the taxes used for those pur­ 
poses. 
“ A merged school authority will 
take away from the township con­ 
trol of the types and sources of 
taxes used for schools and can 
seriously damage the tax base on 
which road taxes are levied. 
F E A R ANN EXATIO N 
“ The population and new busi­ 
ness in the township are increas­ 
ing at a very high rate and we 
have tax sources not available to 
other townships. Any new indus­ 
try in this area probably will lo­ 
cate in the townships, increasing 
the tax base of that township. Due 
to our position surrounding Get­ 
tysburg on three sides we are in 
an excellent position to benefit. 
“ Due to our rapid increase in 
tax base and our other sources of 
taxes we have been able to hold 
the road tax to four mills plus $5 
per capita. Last year when ad­ 
ditional 
school 
construction oc­ 
curred, despite the fact that Get­ 
tysburg had to raise its millage 
from 42 to 46 mills and its per 
capita from $10 to $12. our school 
directors were able to hold the line 
at 45 mills plus $10 per capita. 
This despite the fact we have to 
provide bus transportation 
and 
Gettysburg does not. 
“ A tax rate the same as Gettys­ 
burg surely will result in annexa­ 
tion to the borough and loss to the 
township of valuable tax produc­ 
ing real estate. 
T H EY RE UNANIM OUS 
“ With considerable new school 
construction proposed. Ae consider 
ii extremely dangerous to give 
up our present control of taxes 
and their sources, to say nothing 
of the concentration of the entire 
school program in tile hands of a 
few individuals with only one rep­ 
resentative from our township. 
“ This would he a step toward 
big government and result in the 
Ions by the township of its right 
lo run its own business. For these 
rea*ons the hoard of supervisors

SEPTIC TANKS’ 
RULE ADOPTED 
IN CUMBERLAND 


The Cumberland Twp. Supervi­ 
sors Saturday adopted an ordi­ 
nance banning any further con­ 
struction of outdoor lavatories in 
the township, and at the sam e time 
took up the question of who owns 
the “ Hoopey’s Cut” bridge, the 
township or the Western Maryland 
Railroad? 
Meeting at the home of Secre­ 
tary Lawrence Heltzel along the 
Mumm as burg Rd., the board pass 
unanimously a seven-section ordi­ 
nance which is expected to cover 
problems of sewage disposal for 
years to come. The ordinance lists 
the sizes of septic tanks which 
must be constructed in relation­ 
ship to the size structure and an­ 
ticipated use; provider that when 
sewers are within 200 feet of struc­ 
tures. the toilet facilities must 
be connected to the sewer, and 
provides 
for 
groups 
of 
homes 
or other buildings to be banned 
together in group sewage dispos­ 
al system s approved by the state. 
According to the ordinance ex­ 
isting outdoor facilities may be 
retained as long as they do not 
become public nuisances. 


F IN E D OR JAIL 
Fines of up to 150 or 30 days 
in jail are provided for violations 
of the ordinance which also pro­ 
vides that no septic tank may be 
nearer than 50 feet of any well, 
25 feet of any stream or IO feet 
of any property line. It also pro­ 
vides that no sewage may empty 
into open ditches, roadside ditches.

Girl Killed, 18 Are Injured 
When Bomb Blasts Subway 
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NEW YORK 1 AP>—A dynamite 
bomb exploded w ith a thunderous, 
shattering roar aboard a subway 
train deep under H arlem Sunday 
night, killing a young girl and in­ 
juring 18 other persons 
Police did not believe it was the 
work 
of 
New 
York's 
“ Sunday 
bomber,” who has been blamed 
for four other explosions since 
Oct. 2. 
The bomb had been hidden un­ 
der a straw-covered seat at the 
rear of the fifth car of a six-car 
Independent 
line express tram. 
The southbound train was halted 
at the 125th Street station in the 
heart of Harlem when the bomb 
exploded. 
BU LG ES STEEL S ID E S 
The force of the blast bulged 
out the steel sides of the car, 
gouged out a two-foot hole in the 
floor, shattered every window but 
one. Big chunks of concrete were 
ripied from the station platform. 
About 
30 
passengers 
were 
aboard the fatal car. A girl sit­ 
ting directly over the bomb was 


killed—her 
legs 
torn 
off. 
Two 
youths sitting across 
the aisle 
were injured critically. 
The girl was identified as San­ 
dra Breland. 15, of Brooklyn. Her 
handbag was blown to bits. 
Cordell 
Jones, 
18. 
was 
just 
boarding the train when the bomb 
exploded. He was blowrn across 
the platform and onto the south­ 
bound local tracks. He suffered 
head, neck and back injuries, 
‘It looked like the seats blew 
into the roof,” he said.

found a detonating cap, 
which 
they said, confirmed that the ex­ 
plosive probably was dynamite. 
Leads were skimpy. Two in­ 
jured youths said they saw a man

With State Listed As 
Tossup, See Record Vote

HARRISBURG (A P)-W ith the 
possibility the presidential out­ 
come could hinge on Pennsylva­ 
nia. listed as a tossup in the latest 
Associated Press survey, leaders 
of both parties forecast a record 
vote in Tuesday’s election. 
The biggest turnout of record 
for Pennsylvania, with its 9,044 
precincts in 67 counties, was the 
86 per cent of those registered 
who voted in 1952. That was the 
coldest presidential election day 
in 30 years. 
The U S 
Weather Bureau at 
Harrisburg predicted Tuesday will 
be mostly cloudy. It will tie chilly 
—perhaps colder than eight years 
ago—with some rain mixed with 
snow, the bureau reported. 
RECORD ELIGIBLE 
The record 5.687,837 persons eli­ 
gible to \ote this year will go to 
the polls mindful that Pennsylva­ 
nia. with its 32 electoral votes, 
could swung the election one way 
or the other—for either Republi­ 
can Richard M. Nixon or Demo­ 
crat John F. Kennedy. 


For the first time since pre-Civ- 
il War days, Democrats approach 
a presidential election with a vot­ 
er registration edge over the op­ 
position. But ifs a slim one — 
2.805.202 to the GOP’s 2,802.237- 
and Republicans lead in 47 coun­ 
ties. There are 75.577 Pennsylva­ 
nians registered non-partisan and 
4,821 in other parties. 
Pennsylvania has gone Repub­ 
lican in all but four presidential 
elections 
in 
this 
century. 
The 
Democrats 
won 
with 
Woodrow 
Wilson in 1912 and with Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt in 
1936. 
1940 
and 1944. 
BIG BATTLEGROUND 
That the state is a pivotal one 
was underscored during the cam ­ 
paign as the top candidates criss­ 
crossed Pennsylvania on all or 
part of 28 days. In addition. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, plugging for Hie 
Republican side, came to Phila­ 
delphia and Pittsburgh. And for­ 
mer President Harry S. Truman 
boasted the Democratic cause in 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh ap­ 
pearances.

Thus the state’s voters were 
among the mast courted in the 
country. They saw more of the 
candidates and heard more about 
the issues in this campaign than 
perhaps in any other. 
Democrats made unemployment 
and President Eisenhower's ve­ 
toes of two depressed area aid 
bills their main theme in a state 
where in mid-October there were 
about 346,000 persons out of work. 
That compares with an estimated 
130.000 jobless on Election Day 
1952 and 195,000 in 1956. 
THE RELIGIOUS ISSUE 
Republicans concentrated on for­ 
eign policy and Nixon's experi­ 
ence in their state drive. Replying 
to Democratic criticism, they said 
the depressed areas

was vetoed because it was unac­ 
ceptable and wouldn’t have helped 
the areas that needed aid most 
of all. 
There was another issue in the 
campaign—one that could influ­ 
ence more votes than any of the 
others.

Good books on landscaping may­ 
be obtained at the public library 
and at book stores.

It is a good idea to 
consult local nurserymen if there 
are big problems. It should be 
cheaper in the long run. Many 
nurseries offer the service free. 
if you purchase the initial plants 
from them. A trained eye can 
change 
the 
look 
of

homestead and improve your good 
purchase, and a good nurseryman 
may suggest a long-range plan to 
fit your budget, suggesting the 
improvements that will help at 
once.
